Session  at  Neosho,  Mo. 

Dear  Brethren:  The  nineteenth  year  of  the  history 
of  Missouri  Valley  College  is  completed  and  we  recog- 
nize the  guiding  hand  of  Almighty  God  in  the  pros- 
perity which  has  attended  the  institution,  not  only 
during  the  past  year,  but  during  all  the  years  since 
the  founding  of  the  college  in  1889.  The  past  year 
has  been  one  of  prosperity  particularly  in  the  matter 
of  attendance,  the  enrollment  being  the  largest  for 
several  years.  In  the  accompanying  catalog  you  will 
note  that  we  had  two  hundred  and  seventy-nine  stu- 
dents in  attendance,  of  whom  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  were  boys  and  one  hundred  and  forty-four  were 
girls.  There  were  a  hundred  and  seventeen  in  the 
college  proper  and  a  hundred  and  thirty-one  in  the 
academy.  The  school  of  music  was  well  attended. 
Our  graduates  for  the  past  year  were,  in  the  academy 
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twenty-one  and  in  the  college  seventeen  and  in  the 
school  of  music  one,  making  a  total  of  thirty-nine  for 
the  year.  Among  the  students  were  thirty-five  young 
preachers,  candidates,  licentiates  and  ordained,  most 
of  them  from  our  own  church,  but  a  few  from  other 
denominations.  The  classification  and  enrollment  of 
students  you  can  learn  by  consulting  the  catalog  sub- 
mitted herewith.  We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  following  points: 

( 1 )  The  faculty  during  the  past  year  has  thorough- 
ly revised  the  course  of  study,  both  in  the  academy 
and  in  the  college,  thus  bringing  the  curriculum  up 
to  date  in  its  arrangement,  subjects,  time  allowed,  and 
method  of  presentation. 

(2)  There  has  been  a  new  front  put  in  the  Birk- 
head  store  building  on  the  east  side  of  the  square  in 
Marshall,  Mo.  The  building  is  now  thoroughly  mod- 
ern in  appearance  and  convenient  in  arrangement. 
The  rental  is  fifty  dollars  a  month.  It  goes  to  the 
support  of  the  Birkhead  Dormitory  and  is  known  as 
the  Birkhead  Support  Fund. 

(3)  The  following  new  teachers  have  been  elected 
to  supply  vacancies  occasioned  by  the  rearrangement 
of  the  course  of  study  and  in  part  by  the  resignation 
of  former  teachers.  W.  A.  Gardner,  A.B.,  is  now 
teacher  of  Biology  in  place  of  Dr.  L.  E.  Griffin,  who 
was  called  to  a  position  in  the  government  school  at 
Manila,  Philippine  Islands.     Schyler  F.  Meyers,  A.B., 
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is  in  the  chair  of  Latin  and  French  in  the  place  of 
G.  A.  Underwood,  who  is  on  leave  of  absence  pur- 
suing studies  in  Harvard  University.  E.  F.  Biddle, 
A.B.,  is  in  the  place  of  Miss  Frances  Maghee  and 
teacher  of  higher  English  in  addition  to  the  Elocution. 
All  these  men  are  in  their  places  now  and  are  doing 
admirable  work.  They  are  thoroughly  equipped  for 
their  various  departments. 

(4)  Library.  During  the  past  year  two  notable 
things  have  occurred  to  the  advantage  of  the  library: 
A  donation  of  over  four  hundred  valuable  books  by 
the  Rev.  D.  E.  Bushnell,  D.D.,  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn., 
for  which  a  suitable  note  of  thanks  has  been  tendered 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  and  the  building  of  a  very 
handsome  balcony  in  the  library  in  Stewart  Chapel, 
the  fund  having  been  provided  by  the  Rev.  E.  F. 
Baker,  of  the  class  of  '98.  This  donation  is  a  memo- 
rial to  his  beloved  parents,  and  a  suitable  tablet  is  on 
the  balcony  bearing  the  name  and  stating  the  object 
for  which  the  balcony  was  erected. 

(5)  Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  A.  P.  Harri- 
man,  of  Pilot  Grove,  Mo.,  a  donation  of  one  thousand 
dollars  was  received  as  a  memorial  to  her  mother, 
Mary  P.  Adams,  deceased,  of  Boonville,  Mo.  This 
is  to  be  known  as  the  Mary  P.  Adams  Fund  and  the 
interest  to  be  used  as  a  part  of  the  general  mainte- 
nance fund  of  Missouri  Valley  College.  It  is  de^>irable 
that  more  of  the  friends  of  the  college  contribute,  not 
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only  in  recognition  of  their  friends  who  have  passed 
beyond,  and  whose  memory  they  would  cherish  in  a 
material  and  perpetual  way,  but  as  a  contribution  to  a 
cause  in  which  the  memory  of  the  good  may  be  best 
perpetuated.  There  is  no  better  investment  than  an 
investment  in  the  growing  life  and  character  of  young 
people  and  in  their  equipment  for  their  life  work. 

(6)  Because  of  the  completion  of  the  necessary 
amount  as  a  gift  to  the  endowment  fund  of  the  col- 
lege the  chair  of  Christian  Philosophy  has  been  named 
the  Wilson  A.  Campbell  chair  of  Christian  Philosophy. 
And  thus  the  name  of  a  warm  friend  of  the  college 
and  of  Christian  instruction  will  be  perpetuated  in 
Missouri  Valley. 

(7)  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  resolved  unani- 
mously to  have  a  girls'  dormitory  built  at  as  early  a 
day  as  possible.  This  is  one  of  the  imperative  needs 
of  the  college  as  outside  suitable  board  for  girls  is 
growing  more  and  more  difficult  to  obtain.  A  gener- 
ous friend  of  the  college,  a  woman  beloved  in  all  the 
church,  has  this  matter  under  advisement  and  it  is 
hoped  that  her  plans  will  be  realized  at  an  early  day. 

(8)  The  Vicennial.  We  are  now  entered  upon  the 
twentieth  year  of  the  history  of  this  institution  and 
the  board  has  decided  to  have  a  suitable  celebration 
of  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  Missouri  Valley  Col- 
lege at  the  commencement  season  in  1909.  Your  at- 
tention is  called  thereto  and  the  period  is  noted  as  a 
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good  time  for  the  friends  of  the  college  to  remember 
her  needs  and  by  their  liberality  to  make  the  vicennial 
celebration  notable  in  her  history.  Effort  will  be  made 
to  have  a  large  attendance  of  the  alumni  and  various 
services  will  mark  this  stadium  in  the  college  history. 
We  hope  the  brethren  will  make  note  of  the  com- 
mencement season  and  try  to  be  present,  thereby  lend- 
ing their  aid  to  the  suitable  recognition  of  the  good- 
ness of  God  and  the  benevolence  of  his  people  which 
have  made  Missouri  Valley  College  and  its  history  a 
possibility.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
by  that  time  Missouri  Valley  College  will  have  regis- 
tered about  four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  young  people  as  students  within  her  walls,  of 
whom  six  hundred  and  twenty-eight  have  been  candi- 
dates for  the  holy  ministry,  of  whom  six  hundred  and 
forty-eight  have  graduated  from  the  institution,  four 
hundred  and  eight  in  the  academy,  two  hundred  and 
five  in  the  college,  thirty  in  the  school  of  music,  and 
five  in  the  former  school  of  art.  The  average  attend- 
ance has  been  two  hundred  and  forty-one  for  each 
year  and  each  year  there  have  been  an  average  of 
thirty-two  young  preachers  in  attendance.  The  ex- 
ceptionally high  number  of  young  preachers  in  our 
student  body  has  always  been  one  of  the  notable  feat- 
ures in  this  institution.  It  was  founded  for  the  church 
and  has  been  doing  its  part  in  the  preparation  of 
young  men  for  the  holy  ministry.     Of  the  two  hun- 
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dred  and  five  graduates  from  the  college  proper 
seventy-five  have  been  women  and  a  hundred  and 
thirty  men.  Of  these  men  sixty-six  have  been  min- 
isters of  the  gospel.  More  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
young  men  who  have  graduated  from  Missouri  Val- 
ley have  entered  the  holy  ministry.  Nineteen  of  these 
at  this  time  are  at  work  in  the  state  of  Missouri.  It 
will  probably  interest  you  to  know  also  that  there  are 
twelve  college  professors  among  the  number,  two  of 
whom  are  presidents  of  colleges. 

^  (9)  Your  attention  is  especially  invited  to  the  ac- 
companying communication  from  the  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  which  should  have  your  immediate 
attention.
